Urges Commerce Com m ission to G a th ­ 


er Data Concerning W age Conditions 


on Railroads That Intend to Reduce 


Pay of T h eir Employee. 


Washington, Fob. 
20.—Serious In­ 
dustrial disputes In prospect wore In 
the mind of President Roosevelt when 
he wrote a letter to the Interstate 
commerce 
commission, 
which 
has 
been made public, 
lie says that In­ 
formation has reached him that on 
account of the enactment of drastic 
laws by the congress and by the va­ 
rious state legislatures, it ia regarded 
as necesoary by railroad companies to 
reduce 
the 
pay 
of 
employee 
He 
pointed out that under the law either 
party may demand the services of the 
chairman of the interstate commerce 
commission and of the commissioner 
of labor as a board of conciliation. He 
suggest», therefore, that the interstate 
commerce commission make such an 
Investigation as will enable It to fur­ 
nish data concerning wage conditions 
on various railroads as may relate, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, to the possible Im­ 
pending controversy. 
The text of the president’s letter 
follows: 
I am Informed that a number of 
railroad companies have served no­ 
tice of a proposed reduction of wages 
on their employes. 
One of them, the 
Louisville and Nashville, in announc­ 
ing the reduction, states that “the 
drastic laws Inimical to the interests 
of the railroads that have In the past 
year or two been enacted by congress 
and the state legislatures” are large ly 
or chiefly responsible for the condi­ 
tions requiring the reduction. 


8«rious Industrial Disputes. 


Under Buch circumstances it la pos­ 
sible that the public may soon be con­ 
fronted by serious industrial disputes 
and the law provides that in such 
case either party may demand the 
services of your chairman and of the 
commissioner of labor aa a board of 
mediation and conciliation. 
These re­ 
ductions In wages may be warranted 
or they may not. 
As to this, the pub­ 
lic, which is a vitally Interested party, 
can form no judgment without a more 
complete knowledge of the essential 
facts and real merits of the case than 
it now has or than It can possibly ob­ 
tain from the special pleadings cer­ 
tain to be put forth by each side In 
case their dispute should bring about 
serious interruption to traffic. 
If the 
reduction in wages Is due to natural 
causes, 
the loss of business being 
such that the burden should be, and is, 
equitably distributed between capital­ 
ist 
and 
wage 
worker, 
the 
public 
should know It. 
If it Is caused by 
legislation, the public and congress 
should know it, and if It is caused by 
misconduct 
in the past financial or 
other operations of any railroad, then 
everybody should know it, especially 
if the excuse of unfriendly legislation 
Is advanced as a method of covering 
up past business misconduct bv the 
railroad managers, or as a justification 
for failure to ireat fairly the wage 
earning employes of the company. 


Pressrvation of Public Peace. 


Moreover, an Industrial conflict be­ 
tween a railroad corporation and i's 
employes offers peculiar opportunities 
to any small number of evil disposed 
persons to destroy life and property 
and for ent public disorder. Of course 
if life property and public order are 
endangered, prompt and drastic meas 
urea for their protection become the 
first plain duty 
All other duties then 
become subordinate to ihe preset va 
lion of the public peace, and the rea1 
merits 
of 
ihe original 
controversy 
are necessarily lost from view. 
This vital consideration should be 
ever kept In mind by all law abiding 
and far-sighted members of labor or 
ganlzations 
It Is sincerely to be hoped, there 
fore, that any wage controversy that 
may arise between the railroads and 
their employes may find a peaceful 
{solution through the methods of con 
dilation and arbitration already pro 
‘vided by co ngress , which have proven 
so effective during the past year. 
To

ia position to have available for any 
board of conciliation or arbitration 
Relevant data pertaining to such car­ 
riers as may become involved in In-

Should conciliation

KIDNAPPERS SENTENCED. 


Court Ignores Plea of Victim*« Mother 
for Mercy. 
Chicago, Feb. 20.— William Jones, 
• Iso known as William Birmingham, 
ind his wife, Alzina Jones, were found 
I uilty by a jury In Judge Kersten’s 
court here of having kidnapped Lil­ 
lian Wulff, an eight-year-old girl, from 
ler home in Chicago last December. 
The punishment of Jones mas fixed 
it thirty years and that of his wife at 
Iwenty-five years in the penitemiary. 
Mrs. Oscar Wulff, mother of the 
kidnapped child, cried out in protest 
when Jndge Kersten sentenced the 
abductors. 
It mas too severe, she de­ 
clared. 
She had 
not 
supposed 
the 
law mould impose any such penalty 
as that. 
The child was safe now, and 
she mas sure there mas no need of 
such fearful punishment. 
The mother’s pleas, uttered in in­ 
tensely dramatic tones, brought the 
case to a close. 
It was with difficulty 
that Mrs. Wulff finally mas quieted 
sufficiently to be led away by her hus­ 
band. 
The judge refused to he moved 
by her words, and allowed the sen­ 
tence to stand. 
The Wulff girl was enticed from 
her home in the southern portion of 
the city by Alzina Jones early in De­ 
cember of last year and forced to en­ 
ter a covered wagon In which Jones 
was waiting. 
A week later the couple 
was found near Momence, 111., with 
the child in their possession. 
The authorities were notified and 
Jones and his wife were arrested and 
brought back to Chicago with their 
victim. 
Mr. Jones, under questioning 
by the police, endeavored to shift the 
blame upon his wife, asserting that 
It mas to console her for the loss of 
a child by death and at her instance 
that he took the child. 
The woman, 
on the other hand, declared and so 
testified at the trial, that she was 
forced by Jones under threats of death 
to steal the child that he might train 
her to beg for him. 
The Wulff child took the stand In 
court and testified that after being 
taken 
prisoner, 
which 
was 
accom­ 
plished by promises of gifts of candy 
and a new pair of shoes, her clothing 
was taken from her and burned by 
the 
roadside 
and 
that 
she 
was 
whipped by Jones on several occa­ 
sions when she attempted to escape. 
When found she was clothed In rags.

Dethroned Ice K in g Hurries About In 


an 
Automobile, 
Endeavoring 
to 


Straighten Out the Tangle In Hie 


Financial Affaire. 


New York. Feb. 20.—In the inces­ 
sant downpour of rain the automobllo 
of Charles W. Morse hurried about 
the financial district, stopping now 
rind then as the dethroned "ice king” 
pushed in some new quarter the fight 
which his counsel promised he mould 
make to restore his shattered fortune. 
Where the advantage lay at the end 
of the day « a s not made clear. 
To all 
inquiries Morse's counsel, P. J. Britt, 
replied: 
“Better see the district attorney, or 
his assistant, Kreselv, or better still, 
wait and see what tomorrow brings 
forth.” 
At all events the Involuntary bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings against Morse, the 
early Institution of which by certain 
creditors had been rumored, failed to 
materialize and with the expiration 
of the day, the four months’ legal 
limit ceased and Justice Morgan J. 
O’Brien became a preferred creditor. 
Morse allotted certain collateral to 
the ex-justice mho as a member of 
the lam- firm of O’Brien, Boaidman & 
Platt, mas counsel for the financier. 
The fact that .Mr. O'Brien's claims 
mould become preferred, led to the 
report that a petition in involuntary 
bankruptcy would be filed by other 
creditors. 
On the other hand It mas learned 
that the district attorney’s office was 
not served with papers in the action 
threatened by Attorney Britt to re­ 
strain 
proposed 
civil 
suits 
against 
Morse. 
Morse’s automobile drew up at the 
William 
street 
office 
of 
Attorney 
Britt. 
After a conference with his 
attorney Morse hurried away, visit­ 
ing a half dozen banks in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
His most Important call, It is be­ 
lieved, was at the National Bank of 
North America, where he was closeted 
wltn Receiver Hanna of that institu­ 
tion. 
It mas Mr. Hanna who placed 
the 
many 
attachments 
on 
Morse’s 
property. 
Later Morse conferred with 
other officials of the bank, but what 
occurred was carefully guarded. 
One 
of those who participated took pains, 
however, to deny that the interview 
between Morse and the others was 
stormy. 
Pleadings on the two grand larceny 
indictments against Morse will be re­ 
turned next Monday.

Grand Jury at New Y o rk M ak in g an 
Investigation. 
New York, Feb. 20.—The investiga­ 
tion Instituted by Attorney General 
Jackson into the affairs of the Ameri­ 
can Ice company, promoted and for­ 
merly 
controlled 
by 
Charles 
W. 
Morse, was formally begun when Spe 
rial Deputy Attorney General James 
W. Osborne, appointed to conduct the 
inquiry, appeared 
before the grand 
jury 
and 
began 
the submission 
of 
! evidence which is expected to throw a 
light 
on 
the financial methods em­ 
ployed in the organization of the so- 
called ice trust and its conduct and 
alleged control of the Ice trade. 
Th<* present Investigation resulted 
from representations made by Attor­ 
ney 
General 
Jackson 
to 
Governor 
Hughes, 
who directed 
the attorney 
general to take the matter out of the 
hands of District Attorney Jerome. 
Several witnesses were examined 
by the grand jury. 
John R. Bennett, 
secretary of the American Ice com­ 
pany, was among the witnesses and 
testified, it is understood, with regard 
to leases the company made with sev­ 
eral of its subsidiary companies. Sec­ 
retary Ely of the stock exchange was 
called as a witness, but In his stead 
appeared James €. Burns, assistant 
secretary of the stock exchange, who 
explained that he was prepared to an­ 
swer all the inquiries that were to 
have been addressed to Mr. Ely. 
Mr Burns was questioned concern­ 
ing certain transfers of stock by ' 
Knickerbocker 
Ice company to the 
American Ice company. The examlna 
tion will be continued next Monday.

Under such circumstances it is pos­ 
sible that the public may soon be con­ 
fronted by serious industrial disputes 
and the law provides that in such 
case either party may demand the 
services of your chairman and of the 
commissioner of labor aa a board of 
mediation and conciliation. These re­ 
ductions in wages may be warranted 
or they may not. As to this, the pub­ 
lic, which is a vitally Interested party, 
can form no judgment without a more 
complete knowledge of the essential 
facts and real m erits of the case than 
It now has or than it can possibly ob­ 
tain from the special pleadings cer­ 
tain to be put forth by each side In 
case their dispute should bring about 
serious interruption to traffic. If the 
reduction in wages is due to natural 
causes, the loss of business being 
such that the burden should be, and is, 
equitably distributed between capital­ 
ist and 
wage 
worker, 
the 
public 
should know It. 
If it is caused by 
legislation, the public and congress 
should know It, and if it is caused by 
misconduct in the past financial or 
other operations of any railroad, then 
everybody should know it, especially 
If the excuse of unfriendly legislation 
is advanced as a method of covering 
up past business misconduct by th© 
railroad managers, or as a justification 
for failure to treat fairly the wage 
earning employes of the company. 


Preservation of Public Peace. 
Moreover, an industrial conflict be­ 
tween a railroad corporation and its 
employes offers peculiar opportunities 
to any small number of evil disposed 
persons to destroy life and property 
and foment public disorder. Of course 
if life property and public order are 
endangered, prompt and drastic meas 
ures for their protection become the 
first plain duty. 
All other duties then 
become subordinate to the preserva 
lion of the public peace, and the rea1 
merits of the original controversy 
are necessarily lost from view. 
This vital consideration should be 
ever kept in mind hy all law abidine 
and far-sighted members of labor or 
ganizations. 
It is sincerely to be hoped, there­ 
fore, that any wage controversy that 
{may arise between the railroads and 
their employes may find a peaceful 
^solution through the methods of con 
filiation and arbitration already pro 
'vlded by congress, which have proven 
iao effective during the past year. To 
th is end the commission should be in 
[a position to have available for any 
'board of conciliation or arbitration 
(relevant data pertaining to such car­ 
rie rs as may become involved in in- 
fdu-if I disputes. 
Should conciliation 
jfa*#™ affect a settlem ent and arbitra­ 
tion be rejected, accurate information 
should be available In order to de­ 
velop a properly informed public opin­ 
ion. 
I therefore ask you to make such 
Investigation, both of your records 
and means a t your command as will

Albany, N. Y„ Feb. 20 —Millionaires, 
race track followers, clergymen, law­ 
yers and legislators were represented 
at the hearing before the joint senate 
and assembly codes committee on the 
Agnew-Hart bill to amend the penal 
code so as to prohibit gambling on 
race tracks, as suggested by Governor 
Hughes. 
After over four hours’ dis­ 
cussion, the hearing was adjourned 
until Wednesday, Match 4. 
During 
the Interval it is intimated that Au­ 
gust Belmont, chairman of the jockey 
club, will call a meeting of that or­ 
ganization to agree upon certain sug­ 
gestions to be submitted to the legis­ 
lative committee designed to check 
gambling by 
young 
men. 
Among 
those who made brief remarks were 
Mr. Belmont, James R. Keene, owner 
of many famous race horses, and P 
P. Johnson of Kentucky, president of 
the National Trotting association. 
The principal address against the 
bill was made by Joseph S. Auerbach, 
attorney for the Jockey club. 


CLASH BETWEEN MINERS. 


Union and Nonunion Men at Goldfield 
Fight. 
Goldfield, Nev., Feb. 20.—A clash 
between Western Federation miners 
and nonunion men occurred at the 
shift change at the Mohawk mine. 
Forty men on each side were engaged.

KIDNAPPERS SENTENCED. 


IN THE FINANCIAL DISTRICT 


Court Ignores Plea of Victim ’# Mother 
for Mercy. 
Chicago, Feb. 20.—William Jones, 
also known as William Birmingham, 
m d his wife, Alzina Jones, were found 
guilty by a jury in Judge Kersten’s 
court here of having kidnapped Lil­ 
lian Wulff, an eight-year-old girl, from 
lier home in Chicago last December. 
The punishment of Jones was fixed 
i t thirty years and that of his wife at 
twenty-five years in the penitentiary. 
Mrs. Oscar Wulff, mother of the 
kidnapped child, cried out in protest 
when Judge Kersten sentenced the 
abductors. It was too severe, she de­ 
clared. 
She had not supposed the 
law would impose any such penalty 
as that. The child was safe now, and 
she was sure there was no need of 
such fearful punishment. 
The mother’s pleas, uttered in in­ 
tensely dramatic tones, brought the 
| case to a close. 
It was with difficulty 
that Mrs. Wulff finally was quieted 
sufficiently to be led away by her hus­ 
band. The judge refused to be moved 
by her words, and allowed the sen­ 
tence to stand. 
The Wulff girl was enticed from 
her home in the southern portion of 
the city by Alzina Jones early in De­ 
cember of last year and forced to en­ 
ter a covered wagon in which Jones 
was waiting. A week later the couple 
was found near Momence, 111., with 
the child in their possession. 
The authorities were notified and 
Jones and his wife were arrested and 
brought back to Chicago with their 
victim. Mr. Jones, under questioning 
by the police, endeavored to shift the 
blame upon his wife, asserting that 
it was to console her for the loss of 
a child by death and at her instance 
that he took the child. The woman, 
on the other hand, declared and so 
testified at the trial, that she was 
forced by Jones under threats of death 
to steal the child that he might train 
her to beg for him. 
The Wulff child took the stand In 
court and testified that after being 
taken prisoner, which was accom­ 
plished by promised of gifts of candy 
and a new pair of shoes, her clothing 
was taken from her and burned by 
the 
roadside 
and 
that 
she 
was 
whipped by Jones on several occa­ 
sions when she attempted to escape. 
When found she was clothed in rags. 


Dethroned Ice King Hurries About In 


an 
Automobile, 
Endeavoring 
to 


Straighten Out the Tangle in Hie 


F :nancial Affaire. 


New York, Feb. 20.—In the inces­ 
sant downpour of rain the automobile 
of Charles W. Morse hurried about 
the financial district, stopping now 
and then as the dethroned “ice king” 
pushed in some new quarter the fight 
which his counsel promised he would 
make to restore his shattered fortune. 
Where the advantage lay at the end 
of the day was not made clear. 
To all 
inquiries Morse’s counsel, P. J. Britt, 
replied: 
“Better see the district attorney, or 
his assistant, Kresel.v, or better still, 
walt and see what tomorrow brings 
forth.” 
At all events the involuntary bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings against Morse, the 
early Institution of which by certain 
creditors had been rumored, failed to 
materialize and with the expiration 
of the day, the four months’ legal 
limit ceased and Justice Morgan J. 
O’Brien became a preferred creditor. 
Morse allotted certain collateral to 
the ex-justice who as a member of 
the law firm of O’Brien, Boardman & 
Platt, was counsel for the financier. 
The fact that Mr. O’Brien’s claims 
would become preferred, led to the 
report that a petition in involuntary 
bankruptcy would be flied by other 
creditors. 
On the other hand it was learned 
that the district attorney’s office was 
not served with papers in the action 
threatened by Attorney Britt to re­ 
strain proposed civil suits against 
Morse. 
Morse’s automobile drew up at the 
William 
street 
office 
of 
Attorney 
Britt. After a conference with his 
attorney Morse hurried away, visit­ 
ing a half dozen banks in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
His most important call, it is be­ 
lieved, was at the National Bank of 
North America, where he was closeted 
with Receiver Hanna of that institu­ 
tion. 
It was Mr. Hanna who placed 
the many attachm ents on Morse’s 
property. 
Later Morse conferred with 
other officials of the bank, but what 
occurred was carefully guarded. One 
of those w’ho participated took pains, 
however, to deny that the interview 
between Morse and the others was 
stormy. 
Pleadings on the two grand larceny 
indictments against Morse will be re­ 
turned next Monday.

Grand Jury at New Y ork Making an 
Investigation. 
New York, Feb. 20.—The investiga­ 
tion Instituted by Attorney General 
Jackson into the affairs of the Ameri­ 
can Ice company, promoted and for­ 
merly 
controlled

Morse, was formally begun when Spe 
elal Deputy Attorney General James 
W. Osborne, appointed to conduct the 
inquiry, appeared before the grand 
jury and began the submission of 
evidence which is expected to throw a 
light on the financial methods em­ 
ployed in the organization of the so­ 
called ice trust and its conduct and 
alleged control of the ice trade. 
Tim present investigation resulted 
from representations made by Attor­ 
ney General 
Jackson 
to 
Governor 
Hughes, who directed the attorney 
general to take the m atter out of the 
hands of District Attorney Jerome. 
Several witnesses were examined 
by the grand jury. 
John R. Bennett, 
secretary of the American Ice com­ 
pany, was among the witnesses and 
testified, it is understood, with regard 
to leases the company made with sev­ 
eral of its subsidiary companies. Sec­ 
retary Ely of the stock exchange was 
called as a witness, but in his stead 
appeared James C. Burns, assistant 
secretary of the stock exchange, who 
explained that he was prepared to an­ 
swer all the Inquiries that were to 
have been addressed to Mr. Ely. 
Mr. Burns was questioned concern­ 
ing certain transfers of stock by ' 
Knickerbocker Ice company to the 
American Ice company. The examina­ 
tion will be continued next Monday.

States district court before 
committing Caldwell and that he was 
not nt first aware that Caldwell was 
insane.

Denver Jurist Talk« of Micksy, W orst 


Boy, W h o is N ow a Good Citizen. 
Desperate B u rglar W ant to R e form a­ 
tory Alone W h an Ha Found Law H is 
Friend. 


The 
congregation

Free by ter iau 
church 
in 
New 
York 
heard the other night the atory of 
“Mickey, th® Worst Kid In Denver," 
and for an hour learned things about 
tioya with burglar tendencies aud lean­ 
ings to crime lu general. Judge Ben 
B. 
Lindsey, 
head of th® children’s 
court of Denver, was the speaker. 
The 
Centrul 
ITeahyterlan 
church 
started the "Big Brother” movement 
in New York, the members of the 
men’s class of the church each guar 
ariteeing to take a boy convicted of 
crime aud be a persoual friend of the 
youngster and do his best to help him 
straighten up. Ten churches now» have 
"Big Brother” organizations that are 
Working with the bad boy a of New 
York. 
Judge Lindsey, who brought about 
th® reforms in tlie laws of Colorado 
concerning the treatm ent of criminally 
inclined children, U»gan by admitting 
that his friend Mickey had been of 
great practical value in getting the re­ 
forms accomplished. 
When it was 
learned that opposition had developed 
to the new bills before the legislature 
the clergymen and philanthropists filed 
to the capitol, but they brought no 
witnesses to the evils they complained 
of. 
“ I sent for Mickey, who had been 
pictured in the Denver pajiers as the 
worst boy in town,” said the judge, 
“and asked him if he couldn’t get to­ 
gether home witnesses for me. 
He 
brought me nlxnit thirty little chaps 
who knew what jail meant, wdiat cru­ 
elty me.Tnt, what lack of chance to do 
right meant and who could and did 
tell the truth. 
“The first witness was a boy nine 
years old. Every one of us felt ashsm- 
ed that we did not really know- of the 
conditions that child told us of and 
didn't know- that in two yeurs 2,000 
little men had served jail terms. 
"We have been struggling to put a 
little love into the law. Some one has 
said that there is no love without Jus­ 
tice. but It is equally true that there is 
no Justice without love. 
"in dealing with the boys along the 
line of friendship we hnve had set­ 
backs. 
A friend of mine got clone to 
the leader of a gnug of boys, aud the 
gang came to see him on his Job as un 
office boy with his new friend. 
The 
lioys were mude welcome, and In a 
few- minutes the building was sur­ 
rounded by fire engines and ambu­ 
lances. 
Home one had managed to 
send In the calls. 
“1 had a case where the question 
arose what to do with the prisoner 
during recess of court, the Jail lielng 
a t a distance. 
1 suggested that we 
take him with us, my idea being that 
the subject of treatment was a human 
being. 
I had to pay a little extra for 
the sugar bowl he carried out with 
him. 
"It 
was 
discouraging for awhile, 
but it is hopeful that at last we are 
treating with humans as well as with 
things. 
When a boy entered a box 
car to steal and was captured, the first 
and only thing put under considera­ 
tion iu the courts lu the post was the j 
box car. nY>t the boy. 
"I saw in my friend Mickey nothing 
but hate for the police. 
He despised 
them all, and he hud reason to. 
When 
he whs not being locked up for some­ 
thing he had doue he w’as l»eing locked 
up on general principles and because 
he was the worst boy in town. 
"One day while I was on the bench 
Mickey, who had been eating from a 
bag of doughnuts, saw n police cap- 
j 
tnin passing below the window where 
he sat. 
He filled the bag with water 
and squashed the captain. 
lie was 
brought before me and denied it. 
Lat­ 
er I saw him behind the burs, and he 
whimpered: ‘I Hit him, Judge, but I 
didn’t mean to lie to you. 
I Jlst can’t 
tell do trut’ when a cop’s around.' The 
boy was under hack. 
Even then he 
was trying to enlist in the navy, but 
he was underfed and could not pass 
the examination. 
"The police had done nothing to make 
my friend the best boy In town, and 
yet I began to find out that there was 
very little difference between Mickey 
and the other kids In town, the only 
difference being that of environment, 
lie Is today a respected young man In 
Denver, but his picture and the story 
of his badness will Ik» found lu the 
files of the Denver papers. 
“ I knew him when he was beaten 
terribly by the Jail keepers because he 
would not tell who had broken a pane 
of glass In one of the jail windows. 
He could take the beatlugs, and the 
loyalty that is a kid’s when he stands 
by his friend is the kind that makes 
him willing to die for the flag when 
he grows up. 
"We nre now treating boys like hu­ 
man beings. 
We used to send them to 
Jail in charge of a sheriff. 
Today they 
leave my court by themselves for the 
reform school. 
They understand that 
we are trying to help them, that we 
want to straighten them out, that they 
will g«»t a chance to learn something 
| and be something, that they are not 
being punished, but helped, and that 
we are not the policemen they hated, 
| but friends, now friends glad to get 
the chance to help them, and they 
know it. 
"They go to tbelr terms and come ! 


out the better for what they have gone 
I through. 
They know that they can 
out and run If they want to, but any 
human lx*lng hates to lie to a friend, 
and when they promise to go for their 
own Bakes they go in the majority of 
cases. 
"The police of Denver said this plan 
, was aiisurd. 
They laughed at it. 
I 
hnve had 500 boys promise me that 
they would deliver themselves iu cus­ 
tody at the reformatory, aud 
they 
hnve kept their word. 
Duly recently 
1 had two burglars be for® me, one 
nineteen years old, being n desper­ 
ate character. The police chief begged 
, me not to fool with him and told me 
that lie would kill me, as lie had tried 
to do some of th# police. 
“It t(x>k me five hours in my cham­ 
bers to convince that young man that 
he did have a friend and that I was 
his friend and not his enemy. 
He 
took hia railroad fare and traveled to 
the reformatory, learned a trade and 
is doing well today. 
I got a letter 
from him recently, sent on from Den­ 
ver to my New York address. 
"The quality and power of friendship 
will make a good citizen where hate 
»ml oppression make h burglar. 
The 
police were offering bets of 5« to 1 
that this burglar friend of mine—Big 
Peter 
was 
bis 
name—would 
never 
reach the reformatory. 
They called 
on the phone to settle the ls»ts, and 
the policeman turned from the phone 
and 
Mid: 
’Big 
Peter's 
arrived, 
is 
washed and dressed and is In line.' 
'i hen tbey cashed the 
bets, losers. 
"In 
Denver 
our boys love the state 
because It is a firm but kind father. 
We fall once in awhile, but the Jail 
fails oftener. 
When we fail it is lie 
cause the |Mx>r fellow is weak, too 
weak.

Boy, W ho is Now • Good Citizen. 
Desperate B u rglar W ont to Reform s- 
tory Alono W hen Ho Found Law H is 
Friend. 


The congregation 
of tha Central 
Presbyterian church 
in 
New 
York 
beard the other night the story of 
“Mickey, the W orst Kid In Denver/' 
and for an hour learned things about 
boys with burglar tendencies and lean­ 
ings to crime in general. Judge Ben 
B. Lindsey, head of the children's 
court of Denver, was the speaker. 
The 
Central 
Presbyterian 
church 
started the “Big Brother" movement 
in New York, the members of the 
men’s class of the church each guar­ 
anteeing to take a boy convicted of 
crime and be a personal friend of tbe 
youngster and do his best to help him 
straighten up. Ten churches now have 
“Big Brother" organizations that are 
working with the bad boys of New 
York. 
Judge Lindsey, who brought about 
the reforms in the laws of Colorada 
concerning the treatm ent of criminally 
inclined children, began by admitting 
that his friend Mickey had been of 
; great practical value in getting the re- 
! forms accomplished. 
When it was 
learned that opposition had developed 
to the new bills before the legislature 


I the clergymen and philanthropists filed 
to the capitol, but they brought ne 
witnesses to the evils they complained 
of. 
“I sent for Mickey, who had been 
pictured In the Denver papers as the 
worst boy in tow n/’ said the judge, 
“and asked him if he couldn’t get to­ 
gether some witnesses for me. 
He 
brought me about thirty little chaps 
who knew what jail meant, what cru­ 
elty meant, what lack of chance to do 
right meant and who could and did 
tell the truth. 
“The first witness was a boy nine 
years old. Every one of us felt asham­ 
ed that we did not really know of the 
conditions that child told us of and 
didn’t know that in two years 2,000 
little men had served jail terms. 
) 
“We have been struggling to put a 
little love into the law. Some one has 
I said that there Is no love without Jus­ 
tice, but It is equally true that there is 
no Justice without love. 
“In dealing with the boys along the 
line of friendship we have had set­ 
backs. A friend of mine got close to 
the leader of a gang of boys, and the 
gang came to see him on his Job as an 
office boy with his new friend. 
The 
boys were made welcome, and in a 
few minutes the building was sur­ 
rounded by fire engines and ambu­ 
lances. 
Some one had managed to 
send in the calls. 
“I had a case where the question 
arose what to do with the prisoner 
during recess of court, the Jail being 
at a distance. 
I suggested that we 
take him with us, my idea being that 
the subject of treatm ent was a human 
being. 
I had to pay a little extra for 
the sugar bowl he carried out with 
him. 
“It was discouraging for awhile, 
but it is hopeful that at last we are 
treating with humans as well as with 
things. 
When a boy entered a box 
car to steal and was captured, the first 
and only thing put under considera­ 
tion in the courts in the past was the 
box car, nbt the boy. 
“I saw In my friend Mickey nothing 
but hate for the police. 
He despised 
them all, and he had reason to. When 
he was not being locked up for some­ 
thing he had done he was being locked 
up on general principles and because 
he was the worst boy in town. 
“One day while I was on the bench 
Mickey, who had been eating from a 
bag of doughnuts, saw a police cap­ 
tain passing below the window where 
he sa t 
He filled the bag with water 
and squashed the captain. 
He was 
brought before me and denied it. Lat­ 
er I saw him behind the bars, and he 
whimpered: ‘I hit him, judge, but I 
didn’t mean to lie to you. 
I jlst can’t 
tell de trut’ when a cop’s around.’ The 
boy was under hack. 
Even then he 
was trying to enlist in the navy, but 
he was underfed and could not pass 
the examination. 
“The police had done nothing to make 
my friend the best boy in town, and 
yet I began to find out that there was 
very little difference between Mickey 
and the other kids in town, the only 
difference being that of environment. 
lie Is today a respected young man in 
Denver, but his picture and the story 
of his badness will be found in the 
files of the Denver papers. 
“I knew him when he was beaten 
terribly by the Jail keepers because he 
would not tell who had broken a pane 
of glass In one of the jail windows. 
He could take the beatings, and the 
loyalty that is a kid’s when he stands 
by his friend is the kind that makes 
him willing to die for the flag when 
he grows up. 
“We are now treating boys like hu­ 
man beings. We used to send them to 
Jail iii charge of a sheriff. Today they 
leave my court by themselves for the 
reform school. 
They understand that 
we are trying to help them, that we 
want to straighten them out, that they 
will get a chance to learn something 
and be something, that they are not 
being punished, but helped, and that 
we are not the policemen they hated, 
but friends, now friends glad to get 
the chance to help them, and they 
know it 
“They go to their terms and come 


out tho better for w hat they have gone 
through. 
They know that they can 
cut and run lf they want to, but any 
human being hates to lie to a friend, 
and when they promise to go for their 
own sakes they go in the majority of 
cases. 
“The police of Denver said this plan 
was absurd. 
They laughed at it. 
I 
have had 500 boys promise me that 
they would deliver themselves iu cus­ 
tody at the reformatory, and they 
have kept their word. 
Only recently 
I had two burglars before me, one 
nineteen years old, being a desper­ 
ate character. The police chief begged 
me not to fool with bim and told me 
that he would kill me, us he had tried 
to do some of the police. 
“It took me five hours In my cham­ 
bers to convince that young man that 
be did have a friend and that I was 
his friend and not his enemy. 
He 
took his railroad fare and traveled to 
the reformatory, learned a trade and 
ie doing well today. 
I got a letter 
from him recently, sent on from Den­ 
ver to my New York address. 
“The quality and power of friendship 
will make a good citizen where hate 
Dud oppression make a burglar. 
The 
police were offering bets of 50 to I 
that this burglar friend of mine—Big 
Peter was bis name—would never 
reach the reformatory. 
They called 
on the phone to settle the bets, and 
tbe policeman turned from the phone 
and 
said: 
'Big 
Peter’s 
arrived, 
Is 
washed and dressed and Is In line/ 
Then they cashed the bets, losers. 
“In Denver our boys love the state 
because It is a firm but kind father. 
We fail once in awhile, but the Jail 
fails oftener. 
When we fail it is be­ 
cause the poor fellow Is weak, too 
weak. 
You pray here every day to 
God to lead you not Into temptation, 
but to deliver you from evil. 
You 
pray thus because you are weak, like 
the rest of humanity, and the ones we 
don’t succeed with are those who are 
much weaker than the rest of us.” 


TO NEW YORK BY GOAT TEAM 


Los Angeles Cripple Plans Trip Which 
W ill Take a Year’s Time. 
A journey from coast to coost by 
goat team is planned 
by 
Captain 
Vivian Edwards. 
From Los Angeles 
to New York city four goats will 
draw the diminutive buggy in which 
he will ride. 
The start will be made as soon as 
the weather clears, and Edwards hopes 
to keep continually on the road until 
his strange trip has been completed, 
with the exception of Sundays, when 
the animals will be given an oppor­ 
tunity to rest. 
“I 
expect to 
make 
the journey 
within one year’s tim e/’ said the cap­ 
tain the other day to a reporter of 
the Los Angeles Times. 
“My goat 
team can cover fourteen miles a day 
over good roads, aud with favorable 
weather that speed can be kept up 
day after day without overtiring the 
animals. 
The heavier articles of my 
outfit will be carried by the burros 
which will accompany m e/’ 
Edwards, who is a cripple and un­ 
able to walk, has already covered 
thousands of miles with his goat team, 
which consists of four large Angoras. 
Last year he went to Hastings, Neb., 
in 200 days. 
Edwards’ companion will be John 
Johnson, who was a sailor of the U. 
S. S. Raleigh at the battle of Manila 
Bay. 
He will handle the burros and 
have general care of the camp equip­ 
ment. The trip eastward will be over 
the southern route. 


AID FOR HOBOES. 


Their Apostle Tolls How They Differ 
From Tram ps and Bums. 
John Ellis, apostle of “the unemploy­ 
ed,” had a conference with President 
Roosevelt at the White House the 
other morning, in which he differenti­ 
ated for Mr. Roosevelt the three class­ 
es of undesirable citizens known as 
tramps, bums and hoboes. 
He brought to the president the set 
of resolutions adopted at the St. Louis 
convention of these three classes and 
reported Mr. Roosevelt as having been 
much interested in them.

Hoboes work and wander, 
tramps dream and wander, and bums 
drink and wander.

with the life of the tram p and bum, 
but never with that of the hobo.”

SEVEN PHYSICIANS MISSING 


Indiana Doctors W ho W ent on a Re­ 


lief Expedition to Flooded District 


In Hells Neck Cut Off by Storm and 


Cannot Be Located. 


Chicago, Feb. 20.—Blizzard weather 
for 
more 
than 
twenty-four 
hours 
throughout a wide territory has re­ 
sulted In great suffering and some 
deaths, the most numerous class of 
sufferers being travelers on stalled 
railroad trains. 
In Indiana seven Vincennes physi­ 
cians who volunteered their services 
and went on a relief expedition to the 
flooded district in Hells Neck, lower 
Knox county, are lost to the world by 
the fierce blizzard, which has severed 
all means of communication. The doc­ 
tors went to the stricken district over­ 
land, but they canot get back because 
the water stretches five miles wide 
between them and dry land at Vin­ 
cennes. 
A relief party started out In boats, 
notwithstanding that there is a fifty- 
mile gal£ driving the snow with cut­ 
ting force. 
The physicians who are 
missing and for whope safety there is 
great fear are Doctors Scott, Beard, 
Caney, Fairhurst, Moore and McDow­ 
ell. 
The second day closed without hav­ 
ing heard from tho sufferers at Or­ 
ville and Hells Neck. 
All telephone 
wires to that section are down. A re­ 
lief expedition will set out from Hazel­ 
ton as soon as the blizzard abates. 


STALLED IN SNOWDRIFTS. 


Several Passenger T rain s Tied Up In 
Michigan. 
Detroit, Feb. 20.—At least thirteen 
passenger trains poked their pilots 
Into snow drifts throughout Michigan 
Rnd reports from out in the state in­ 
dicate that some of these trains are 
still 
snowbound. 
Traffic was 
com­ 
pletely abandoned on the Kalamazoo. 
Lake Shore and Chicago railroad and 
on the Port Austin division of th< 
Pere Marquette only one train was 
sent over the line. 
The Allegan division of the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern was 
completely blocked, as was also the 
Midland Bay City Vassar division of 
the Michigan Central. 
The westbound Wolverine Flyer on 
the Michigan Central buried itself 
near Comstock in a drift out of which 
five locomotives were unable to re 
lease It. 
But the passengers were 
transferred to another train and were 
carried past the drift on the east­ 
bound track while IOO men were set 
at work with shovels to dig out the 
snowbound flyer. 
Interifrban electric line traffic was 
thoroughly demoralized, as was also 
the rural route postal delivery.

Aside from the enforced delay, the 
passengers did not suffer great incon­ 
venience. 
Headed by a rotary snow­ 
plow the limited finally got into Lin­ 
coln and went West. 
This released 
the eastbound 
limited, 
which 
also 
moved out. 


Two Killed by a Train. 
Johnstown, Pa., Feb. 20.—Blinded 
by a snowstorm, Mohamet Farh, an 
Arabian, and Pieskali Ahias, a He­ 
brew, were struck by a fast Pennsyl­ 
vania train near W ittmer and instant­ 
ly killed. 
Ahias' body was cut Into 
several 
pieces. 
The men lived at 
Portage. 


COMMUNICATIONS CUT. 


French

Morocco. 
Paris, Feb. 20—A special dispatch 
from Tangier says that the French 
steamer Maroc, from Casa Blanca, re­ 
ports that General D’Amade, ventur­ 
ing too far beyond Settat, had his 
communications cut by the followers 
of Mulal Hafid, who in great force 
routed all the French outlying posts 
The greatest anxiety prevails, It Is 
said, at Casa Blanco. 
Spanish troops 
are preparing to defend the city and 
marines have been landed from the 
French cruiser Kleber 
It Is further 
reported that a French column sta­ 
tioned not far from Rabat has been 
defeated by the tribesmen with great 
loss. 


TAKING OF NEXT CENSUS

Washington. Fab. 20.—The bill pro­ 
viding for the taking of the thir­ 
teenth census occupied most of the 
time of the session of the house. 
Progress with it was slow because of 
numerous amendments offered, but 
which in the main were rejected. The 
bill was amended in one Important 
particular, however, and that was 
limiting the census to the mainland 
of the United States, Alaska, Hawaii 
and Porto Rico. 
The measure will 
be further debated. 
Previously to the consideration of 
the census bill Mr. Henry of Texas, 
taking his cue from Mr Boutelle’s re­ 
marks of Tuesday lauding the speak­ 
er, urged the Republicans to bring in 
an employer’s liability bill and a bill 
requiring notice before the Issuance 
of federal Injunctions.
